Wrong-Headed Pilgrims.—Each us, safe say, 
not all points everything should be; “Be 
perfect your Heavenly Father perfect” ideal 
that strive after but never wholly realize. are all 
frail, all imperfect; but there are degrees frailty. de- 
grees imperfection. And men, religious, 
students and teachers vary—if not star differeth 
from star, least abyss calleth abyss. Pilgrims are 
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all, traveling along the road, the broad road, laid out 
for the work that obedience gives do; and 
should fail any considerable degree that work, 
are the number those wrong-headed pilgrims com- 
memorated Bunyan: 

“Truly,” says Mr. Love-saint, “there, are many that 
upon the road that declare themselves strangers pil- 
grims, than ‘strangers and pilgrims the earth.’” 

Then said Mr. Dare-not-lie, “It true they neither 
have the pilgrims’ weeds, nor the pilgrims’ courage; they 
not uprightly, but all awry, with their feet; one shoe 
goeth inward, another outward, and their hosen out be- 
hind; here rag, and there rent, the disparagement 
their Lord.” 

The wrong-headed pilgrim, “more Catholic than the 
Catholic Church” and good only spots, menace 
the classroom. 

Teaching Mathematics.—In all subjects, but especially 
mathematics, the teacher tempted follow text- 
book slavishly, page after page, operation after operation, 
all set down print. consequence, some teachers 
—though they may not conscious and might even 
repudiate the charge—have for the sole aim their 
mathematics teaching the completion certain part 
textbook within set time. That’s vilainous, and 
shows most pitiful ambition. 

The aim ought have the teaching mathe- 
matics twofold—cultural and practical. The cultural 
aim have our pupils secure grasp principles— 
principles which are illustrated more clearly mathe- 
matics than any other subject and that therefore con- 
duce distinctive mental discipline. Often students aiter 
years mathematical study have but slight conception 
the principles whereon the science based. Certainly 
such pupils have not been taught teachers with the 
cultural aim view. 

The practical aim more readily understood though 
unfortunately not all cases sufficiently realized. 
consists having our pupils secure mastery the 
forms. 
course, able “do sums,” not merely from the text- 
book but from life. Just the practical aim English 
teaching give the students facility and force and 
propriety speaking and writing, the practical aim 
mathematics teaching concerns itself with what the pupil 
can mathematical way, and with how quickly and 
how exactly can it. 

not essential that all teachers mathematics fol- 
low the same method; but essential that they all 
recognize the same general aim. That aim will furnish 


” 


them with basic principles method, principles which 


each can safely apply his own special work. Those 
principles are three. 

Concrete abstract. The old arithmetics began 
with definitions, and the old-fashioned teachers had those 
definitions memorized parrot-wise. the 
any practical work was accomplished. This was obviously 
the wrong way about. mathematics there must neces- 
sarily abstraction, but must reached through 
series concrete examples. The closer those examples are 
the life and surroundings the pupil, the better adapted 
they are introduce him the principles 
trate. 

Simple complex. well, according the 
familiar phrase, begin the beginning; but teaching 
the only beginning that should count the beginning 
the child’s learning process. mathematics, begin 
with what may may not simple itself, but what 
certainly simple the child; then proceed care- 
fully gradated steps what form the child’s outlook 
more and difficult. Nobody has ever been ab- 
surd try teach Percentage Before Simple Addi- 
tion; but common mistake flit lightly through 
Addition and the other fundamental processes that the 
children are handicapped when they come Percentage 
—not because the principles Percentage are very 
difficult, but because the class has not mastered the gentle 
arts Addition, Subtraction, Multiplication Division. 

Correlation. The teacher must strive have the 
pupils perceive the close connection existing between one 
part arithmetic, for example, and another; that Sub- 
traction the reverse process Addition, that Multipli- 
cation short method Addition and that Division 
short method Subtraction. must strive have 
the pupils recognize that algebra, geometry and arithmetic 
are closely related, interdependent, mutually supporting; 
that when they take algebra they are not entering 
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other words, they should, the end 


absolutely unknown land. lastly, there the cor- 
relation mathematics with the other subjects taught 
the school and with life problem vast enough and 
important enough the deepest thought and the 
most zealous effort every conscientious teacher.

THE BEST TIME FOR THE 
CHRISTIAN DOCTRINE CLASS. 
Rev. Patrick Sloan, Jamesville, (Author 
Catechetical Texts). 

How often during the week should there class 
Christian Doctrine for the children the parish? This 
question frequently asked. 

many parishes Catholic school maintained, and 
recitations are had regularly during the scholastic year 
five days the week. Surely such schools the 
Christian Doctrine class should have its period recita- 
tion each these days. The practical importance 
the subject demands it. 

Which period study recitation should devoted 
Christian Doctrine work? Undoubtedly the first. The 
reason this obvious. The subject matter prime 
importance. should have the first place the 
work the day and the minds the children. More- 
over, should taught with greatest efficiency, when 
the children are their most receptive and impression- 
able mood and when their minds are most active and re- 
tentive. the education childhood influences the en- 
tire life, that the early morning often exerts the 
greatest influence during the day. 

How long period should assigned the Christian 
Doctrine class? least long any other class. 
Otherwise the work could not done sufficiently well 
and the endeavor would placed before the minds 
the pupils secondary importance. 

The ideal time and manner teaching Christian Doc- 
trine and practice should kept clearly and constantly 
before the minds those who are charge Catholic 
schools; and daily they should labor bring their ideals 
fuller realization. 

The same said those who are charge 
parishes; although, owing prevailing conditions, they 
are not able realize these ideals the same extent. 

Frequently, the childern such parishes cannot 
brought together except Sunday, and even then, per- 
haps, only for few minutes before after the Mass. 
Some them may assembled once twice during 
the week for special religious instructions. 

Moreover, not easy obtain trained teachers 
assist the work, although often distant missions the 
Christian Doctrine class has entrusted almost en- 
tirely their charge. indeed difficult educate 
such children rightly their religion. The pastor does 
the best can, assisted the teacher and especially 
the parents. The rest must left God.

“VISITING” TEACHERS. 


The “visiting teacher” one the most recent de- 
velopments modern school management which the la- 
mentable home conditions the large cities has made 
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desirable. New York City, where the idea was orig- 
inated, visiting teachers have been employed successfully 
for several years. They work under the control the 
regular school authorities but are paid the Public Edu- 
cation Association. 

recent study their work Miss Mary Flexner 
illustrates the great opportunity the visiting teachers 
and their difficulties. 

Miss Flexner writes: 

“The visiting teacher was created bridge gap the 
existing school machinery. Her province lies outside that 
the regular teacher, though like the attendance officer 
and the school nurse she goes into the child’s home. her 
assigned the group called the ‘difficult’ children, and 
her aim discover possible the cause the difficulty 
which manifests itself poor scholarship, annoying con- 
duct, irregular attendance, the need desire for 
advice some important phase life. too much 
expect the regular teacher, handicapped she 
her large class, cope with such situations. Nor 
expected that those qualified act attendance 
officer school nurse, were they not already burdened, 
should the work the visiting teacher. her 
united the training that makes teacher and social 
service worker, and because this combination that 
she able widen the regular teacher’s reach and help 
her interpret and solve the problems they present 
themselves. From the school she learns that the child 
apparently making little effort, that his work ‘C’ 
worse, that perpetually making trouble the 
classroom and never attentive, that seems life- 
less, unable keep pace with (?) impossible teach 
him anything, that has not time study and the 
situation home such that must leave school and 
work. 

“With these facts clues she sets work; im- 
possible define her methods, for they vary with her 
tact, her resourcefulness, with the specific character 
the problem before her. Briefly they are the methods 
that spring from friendly interest, intimate personal 
relation. 

“Between the home and the school the visiting teacher 
vibrates, carrying the former the school’s picture 
the child and returning the school re-enforce that 
impression shed new light upon the problem. There 
fixed number times that she travels this path, 
there fixed hour the day. The urgency and com- 
plexity the situation alone determine her movements. 
Nor there any regular routine action that she fol- 
lows. Whatever her judgment seems imperative she 
endeavors effect, using this end everything that the 
ingenuity man has devised make smooth the rough 
places life. focussing interests that she de- 
mands. The child the pivotal point which she hopes 
bring all her knowledge and experience bear. Some- 
times the expert teacher’s training that she invokes; 
sometimes the psychologist the physician, general 
special, that she consults, or, again, the social worker 
whom she appeals. Before these she lays the facts, 
the reasons why her services have been sought and from 
them she asks co-operation. 

“The results achieved not always show complete 
cure. some cases there has been marked improve- 
ment scholarship, conduct attendance. least 
good start the right direction has been made. 
others the child has been transferred regular class 
—regular, special ungraded—or trade school, where 
his chances succeeding making place for himself 
are increased. others the information that the visiting 
teacher shares with the child’s teacher has resulted 
change attitude her part expansion con- 
traction the course study giving the child 
extra instruction study periods out school hours. 
Finally, has been helped promotion, even grad- 
uation.”

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TESTING KNOWLEDGE BIBLE HISTORY. 
“Leslie Stanton”—a Religious Teacher. 

After discussion methods teaching comes the 
inevitable consideration the subject examinations. 
Few teachers—even good teachers—find pleasant 
topic. Examinations are necessary evils and 
must endured, both teacher and pupils, with all 
available composure. They are disagreeable things 
best, but they not rendered disagreeabie 
they frequently are. The hints offered this paper are 
intended make tests examinations Bible History 
once less arduous and more fruitful. 

order get the most profit from examination 
the teacher Bible History, or, for that matter, the 
teacher anything else, should have clear, well-defined 
notion what test really is. What particular reasons 
have for holding this examination? the question the 
teacher should ask himself whenever takes test 
hand. Then will adapt the means the end. 

And order that may get the most profit from 
this discussion, let ask the same question here: What 
the purpose tests Bible History? The natural 
answer substantially is, find out how much the chil- 
dren know the subject. test should test, that 
is, trial, speak, the children’s knowledge. 
not recitation, not class discussion, not— 
though some teachers seem think is—a recapitula- 
tion review. Its purpose not increase the chil- 
dren’s knowledge nor co-ordinate their impressions 
the subject, nor train them accuracy and facility 
expression; just this, and nothing else: find out 
what they know and what they don’t know. 


Preparation. 

test Bible History should prepared thor- 
oughly and conscientiously regular lesson. any- 
thing, more care and time should expended the 
examination, since not such frequent recurrence 
the class instruction and recitation. The questions 
asked the children should, rule, written and 
practically memorized. the case oral examina- 
tion, this recommendation may seem needlessly exacting, 
but the fact remains that the art asking questions 
gift neither nature nor grace, but rather one 
those numerous things learn doing. 

The teacher should prepare questions his own. 
Some textbooks contain lists questions which 
doubt are all well enough their way and which 
times are suggestive, but which, for some reason other, 
like the book itself, never quite satisfy the successful 
teacher. The questions the book are intended, not 
for teachers, but for pupils. The children can use the 
questions test their own knowledge the lessons, but 
they must made understand that the teacher 
going ask questions his own. For the teacher 
ask nothing but the questions printed the book would 
return the now almost universally condemned 
method, except where the answers might 
couched English little worse, possible, than that 
some now happily extinct Bible History “catechisms.” 


The Oral Test. 

Tests are two kinds, oral and written. shall 
consider each separately. The oral spoken test con- 
sists questions the teacher and immediate answers 
the pupils. The oral test can made decidedly 
fruitful and relatively interesting the teacher attends 
the following recommendations: 

Ask short questions and encourage short answers. 
—Since the test conducted orally, long and involved 
questions cause strain the children’s memory, neces- 
sitating misunderstandings the part the pupils and 
fatiguing repetitions the part the teacher. Repeat- 


ing questions bad habit fall into. isn’t likely 
sweeten the temper the teacher and encourages 
inattention the children. Incidentally, wastes time. 
All this can avoided asking short, simple questions 
and requiring short, simple answers. 

Ask questions rapidly—The teacher should make 
appreciable pause before putting question. 
tion his part lessens his influence over the children 
and invites disorder and inattention. Oral questioning 
should rapid-fire process. Neither the 
teacher allow the children generally much time reply. 
might, course, make exception favor some 
the ones (where the class that never had 
any backward ones?) but for the most part should 
take hesitation equivalent don’t know.” 
succeeds getting his pupils answer promptly and 
briefly teaching them, besides Bible History, lesson 
that will prove lasting benefit. Life too short now- 
adays for person take overmuch time saying things. 

rule, ask questions orderly succession.—A 
well defined coherence and continuity should exist be- 
tween question and question. Random questions are good 
occasionally, but for the most part the teacher should ask 
only questions that are logically related. will thus 
avoid loading the minds his pupils with mere isolated 
facts. 

The Written Test. 

The written test differs widely from the oral test. 
the first place, the questions, being written, may longer 
and, deemed advisable, more complex than those asked 
the oral examination. This does not mean, however, 
that the questions should wordy confusing. All else 
considered, the shorter and clearer the question is, the 
better. 

Then, too, the written test affords opportunity for 
relatively long answers. Answers containing but single 
word date should not encouraged the written 
examination. They involve very little thought the 
pupil’s part and are very likely stimulate prompting 
and copying. 

One the greatest advantages the written test 
that gives the children practice more less original 
thinking and expression. was stated earlier this 
paper, training expression not the purpose tests 
Bible History, but that one the concomitant 
advantages judicious teacher will overlook. for 
this, among other reasons, that, general thing, the 
written more critical test than the oral examina- 
tion. reveals, sometimes with ludicrous clearness, the 
workings the immature mind and exposes the numer- 
ous misconceptions Bible History which the untrained 
mental faculties have formed. 

That written examinations may prove profitable, they 
must read the teacher and returned the children 
with the teacher’s criticism. They should read, be- 
cause they were written read; and they should 
returned that the children may, the light the teacher’s 
criticism, see both their merits and shortcomings. 

The teacher’s criticism may conveyed two ways: 
marks the examination papers and class criticism. 
Experience goes far prove that the best results are ob- 
tained using both these means preference either. 
The marking examination papers not precisely de- 
lectable employment, but need not made, fre- 
quently is, purgatorial procedure. The markings need 
—indeed, should be—neither numerous nor complex; and 
expression opinion need not—and likewise, should 
not—be made extend over sheet theme paper. 

The class criticism, the term indicates, should deal 
with merits and defects common all many the 
pupils’ papers. The best individual answers might with 
profit read during this exercise. The teacher should 


his guard against either praising censuring in- 
discriminately. 


FOSTERING VOCATIONS. 

How many teachers our parish schools give thought 
possible vocations for the religious life among their 
pupils? every Catholic school there are few chil- 
dren whose exceptiona. piety and application seem 
mark them for life the service God. Unless this 
natural tendency consecrated life fostered, how- 
ever, usually happens that these pupils drift along with 
the rest their classmates and graduation enter some 
business occupation, either through necessity the 
advice parents who are not aware their religious 
tendency. 

for grammar grade teachers take particular 
notice this matter. Boys the right disposition 
should selected serve Mass; girls might allowed 
assist decorating the altars the Church. both 
should given books calculated encourage them 
life the service the Church. the religious bent 
these pupils seems maintain itself towards the end 
their school course, teachers should call the attention 
Rev. Pastors their aspirants, and conference 
with them can soon determine whether not they have 
true vocations for the religious life. 


SUPPLEMENTARY TRAINING FOR 
FIRST HOLY COMMUNION.

Today “we salute our Lord simply,” an- 
other time “we beg pardon for our sins and faults,” again 
ask Him “for those who neglect Him,” for 
“father and mother,” for the blessing “preparing well 
receive Him First Communion,” and thousand 
objects can called elicit the attention and 
thoughtful interest those young minds upon the pri- 
mary object our Lord’s dwelling His tabernacle. 

the last week the course preparation for First 
Communion approaches, the necessity increases con- 
centrating the attention the children upon the great 
act which they are perform. many parishes the 
custom exists having the children into retreat for 
one more days preceding the First Communion. Dur- 
ing this time they observe silence, they pray common, 
receive exhortations the Church and make their con- 
fession.

HOUSE-KEEPING SCHOOL 


Mabel Keech, Author Training the Little Home 
Maker the Kitchengarden Methods 


The teaching house-keeping public schools 
much discussed subject our country, and its impor- 
tance being more and more realized with the prospect 
that will soon become part the school-girl’s pro- 
gram. Domestic Science includes very little outside 
cooking, and the necessity preparatory course 
being keenly felt. 

argument discourage this forward step occa- 
sionally given this effect, that the honie itself should 
sufficient for such teaching, and that introduce 
into the school would cause indifference parental 
duty. true that mothers should work with their 
little daughters the home and encourage them 
the pleasant, small tasks while they are young, thus 
creating homelike atmosphere, but many mothers 
cannot, others will not, and still others are not capable. 
Among the first class are those whose other home ties, 
such caring for aged parents earning the living 
for the family, prevent proper overseeing the child’s 
work. the second are those who have not large 
portion patience and who would rather the work 
themselves than hindered child; also those who 
leave all their work servants, thinking themselves and 
their children above such menial service, preferring 
indulge constant whirl social life. Scarcely 
less pitied are those who have been robbed 
comforts because poverty and who are ignorant and 
careless because they have never had home care 
for except furnished attic basement room 
tenement house. 

stands reason that girls who are handicapped 
such conditions the home should have the in- 
struction school. Instead parents feeling relieved 
the responsibility and becoming more careless, their 
interest will awakened the enthusiasm the girl 
over her school training, and they themselves will 
incited more painstaking. Those mothers who are 
ideal their home life surely will not object their 
girls having extra hour week housekeeping 
school. Imagine the influence the home when 
eleven-year-old girl arrives, anxious perform some 
duty which before has been disagreeable her but now 
has its charms because has been presented her 
delightful manner school; the mother amazed 
and relieved that she can trust her daughter with these 
particular duties, the older brothers and sisters are 
proud and pleased, and the father ready with his 
words encouragement.

Did you ever see girl clap her hands glee because 
she allowed scrub the floor? She will 
this classroom, and the teacher grasps her oppor- 
tunity expressing her pleasure the diligence 
and the results obtained, also persuading her that 
the work home can full joy done the 
right way, the girl will her home with the desire 
please and with the spirit helpfulness. 

the grammar grades class begins its course 
Domestic Science, which one the most important 
studies the industrial line, because this direct bear- 
ing upon the health the community. The instructor 
constantly hindered because many the girls have 
not had their ideas neatness, system, and care suffi- 
ciently developed. this class could have least one 
year housekeeping, aside from cooking, before enter- 
ing upon this special better grade work 
would done and more general satisfaction experi- 
enced. The care the kitchen, including neat dish- 
washing, cleaning cupboards and keeping them orderly, 
scrubbing tables, keeping floor swept and stove clean, 
these lessons carefully learned before those cooking 
begun, would invaluable the Domestic Science 
classroom. and serving are less im- 
portant, every complete Domestic Science course does 
not neglect this part. Even washing, ironing, and bed- 
making are closely related, they cultivate desire for 
all-around tidiness. 

Would not class the branches mentioned, con- 
ducted manner attractive younger girls, 
using toys large size for equipment and songs 
intersperse the lessons, valuable course prepara- 
tory the cook-school? The fact must also taken 
into consideration that some pupils leave school before 
reaching the grade for Domestic Science, and thus are 
entirely deprived this line training. class 
general housework can introduced into intermediate 
grades, order that they may learn the fundamental 
rules housekeeping. 

The economic and health values such course 
must not overlooked. way teaching child 
respect for the furnishings home, that she may 
not mar nor waste them, more impressive than that 
having share the care them. And any girl 
eight ten can made understand that dirt and 
filth around the house are not companions good 
health. The coming generations mothers, the 
poor, rich, and middle classes, will more efficient 
housewives, more cheerful home makers; yes, even the 
divorce problem will measure when 
more principles housekeeping are instilled the 
hearts and minds all our young girls today.

THE SEED CORN PLOT FOR SCHOOL 
HOME 


(University Farm Visitor, St. Paul.) 
project for the pedigreed seed corn 
will found practical and valuable school plot 


home project work. Such project may occupy half 
acre more land, and should located that 
there will danger cross-fertilization corn 
other fields. Seed selected from plot this kind will 
good field-selected seeds.

The soil the plot should uniform possible. 
Enough corn should taken from each ear plant 
one row, better two rows, the plot, but least 
one-half the corn each ear should saved, placed 
paper sack and numbered correspond with the row 
rows which the remainder the ear 
planted. 

The outer two rows each side the field should 
planted with good seed corn, but not from the ears 
being tested. The other rows should planted with 
corn from the ears under test the order which they 
have been numbered. better test rows 
duplicated each half the field, especially there 
any variation soil conditions. diagram the 
plot should made that there may mistake 
checking and connecting the rows with the individ- 
ual ears the fall. 

insure accuracy the yield test, uniform stand 
should found all the rows. This can secured 
planting four kernels each hill and thinning the 
corn three stalks. All rows should have equal op- 
portunity for growth thruout the season. 


The Home Project 


The pupil who grows seed corn home project 
should keep note book, recording from time time 
the progress the work and the purpose all that 
has been done. should also keep account re- 
ceipts and expenditures, including man labor and horse 
labor. 

the fall careful study should made the 
characteristics the rows from the different ears. These 
characteristics should tabulated the indicat- 
ing for each row, time maturity, height characteris- 
tics, vigor, yield, uniformity ears and any other dif- 
ferences which may appear. Seed corn may selected 
from this plot for crop purposes for sale. 

the result the test, the remnants the two 
ears giving the largest yield should selected for the 
seeding breeding plot for the following season. 
the second season kernels from these ears are planted 
alternate rows square plot, and every other row 
detasseled. Seed selected from this breeding plot should 
used the third year increase plot, from which the 
main seed crop selected. Complete details the plan 
breeding pedigreed seed corn will found nearly 
all works farm crops Ohio Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station Circular No. 66, can obtained. 

Owing the complexity the project and the 
time required carry thru, success more likely 
the school plot than home plot. After three years, 
since but one plot corn can usually handled 
school plot, two the plots must carried home 
projects, thus making the test, breeding, and multipli- 
cation plots all available the same year. 

Plan Works With Small Grains 
similar project with small grains may carried. 


Plots small grains may raised the school plot 
home projects. only pure-bred seed given 
out for these plots, they serve source for the dis- 
tribution good seed. harvest time pupils should 
required make selections specified number 
the best typical heads grain, used furmsh 
seed for track the school plot. The third year the 
product this tract may used increase plot. 
While this project requires three years give final re- 
sults, once under way all three plots may carried 
during the year, either the school plot home 
areas home projects. Once under way the school 
plot will become center for the distribution im- 
proved grain acclimated local conditions.

One carefully kept record the work, 
fully intelligible any new instructor taking the 
work any time, the other the selection well bred 
the start the enterprise.

THE MOURNING DOVE 


William Dutcher, Audubon Leaflet 


Description:—Mourning Dove. Adult male—Upper 
parts olive grayish brown; forehead, soft, delicate 
wine-colored pink; crown, bluish slate; chin, whitish; 
sides the neck with bright pink and ruby iridescence; 
black spot under each ear; black spots some the 
wing coverts; ends primaries, showing when wing 
folded, brownish black; feathers tail markedly gradu- 
central ones color like back, the outer ones 
slaty gray, then banded with black and broadly tipped 
with ashy and white; breast, wine-colored pink changing 
into cream-buff belly; sides under wings bright 
bluish; feet, lake-red, life; length from tip bill 
end tail from inches; bill, black, averaging

trifle over inch length. Adult female—A 
smaller than the male; much more grayish and brown- 
ish; lacks pinkish breast; iridescence sides neck 
much restricted and sometimes lacking. Young—Like 
the female, but lacking the iridescence neck and the 
black spots under the ears. The feathers upper 
parts tipped with grayish white. 

Note—The only other bird that the Mourning Dove 
can confounded with the Passenger Wild Pig- 
eon. The latter, however, much larger bird and 
does not have the black spots under the ears. This 
distinguishing mark sure means identification 
the dove (see illustration). 

Mourning Dove found all 
party temperate North America from the Atlantic 
the Pacific, and north Ontario; sparingly Mani- 
toba and British Columbia. Its southward range ex- 
tends Panama and thru the West Indies. the 
northern portion its range summer visitor, 
altho occasional individual may found quite far 
north even the severest winter weather, provided the 
food supply suitable and abundant. 

Between latitudes 30° and 38° permanent resi- 
dent, but south 36° abundant resident. 
breeds all parts the United States, raising two 
broods and possibly some three season. 


Its nest usually frail platform twigs, placed 
bush tree, but many instances the eggs are 
laid the ground, especially the treeless west. Un- 
usual nesting sites are frequently selected, such 
abandoned nests other species birds, tops 
stumps, rocks, sheds, etc. 

Eggs—Pure and moderately glossy. Usual 
number two, sometimes only one.

DOVE 

there farmer the country who, after hard 
day’s work with hoe cultivator, has not wished that 
some other means could devised prevent the rapid 
growth noxious weeds, and the same time eman- 
cipate him from the sweating brow, the blistered hands, 
and the aching back? 

There one means weed destroying that has been 
entirely overlooked the agriculturists, probably be- 
cause they never seriously considered the food habits 
the dove. 

Recent investigations made the Biological Survey, 
Department Agriculture, the food the 
dove, prove this bird incalculable value. The 
examination the contents 237 stomachs the 
dove shows over per cent its food consists wholly 
vegetable matter the shape seeds; less than 
per sent being animal food. Wheat, oats, rye, corn, 
barley and buckwheat were 150 the stom- 
achs, and constituted per cent the total food. 
However, three-fourths this amount was waste grain 
picked the fields after the harvesting was over. 
the various grains eaten, wheat the favorite, and 
almost the only one taken when good condi- 
tion, and most this was eaten the months July 
and August. Corn, the second amount, was all old 
damaged grain taken from the fields after the harvest, 
from roads stock yards summer. The principal 
and almost constant diet, however, the seeds 
weeds. These are eaten all seasons the year. 
They constitute per cent the annual food supply, 
and show very little variation during any month. Some 
the seeds eaten were minute would seem that 
none but the smallest species birds would eat them, 
and then only when driven lack other 
food. Some instances the enormous numbers 
seeds that individual birds consumed will interest. 
one stomach were found 7,500 seeds the yellow 
wood-sorrel (Oxalis stricta), another 6,400 seeds 
barn grass (Chactocloa) and third had 
eaten variety weed seeds, including 9,200 seeds. 

The three doves question benefited the farmers 
whose land they fed destroying 23,100 prospective 
weeds. there farmer this land who would not 
welcome friend the man who would offer uproot 
and kill 23,100 weeds? Yet because the doves about 
silently and and make loud boasts 
about the good they are doing, they are thought 
little value. many sections the country 
this valuable, harmless, and gentle creature consid- 
ered semi-game bird, and shot during large 
part the year. question for the farmers 
settle whether they will permit anyone kill their 
land birds that annually destroy tons the seeds 
pigeon grass, ragweed, smartweed, bindweed, and many 
other and are thus worth much 
helpers farms. The matter resolves into 
question figures, e., dollars and cents the farm- 
ers. three doves one meal destroy 23,100 weed 
seeds, and thus prevent the growth the same number 
prospective weeds, how much good will all the doves 
complish? Or, present the case another way, how

About the time Nathaniel’s recovery, perhaps with 
the view giving him chance completely regain 
his strength, Mrs. Hawthorne and her three children 
moved Sebago Lake, Maine.

are told that Hawthorne later years loved 
speak the experiences these months Maine.

His mother’s continuous 
sadness must have pressed heavily her sympathetic 
son, and not strange that took refuge outdoor 
sports. During many nights skated until midnight 
Sebago Lake. the summer time roamed thru 
the woods with his gun. “Ah,” says, “how well 
recall the summer days also, when with gun 
roamed will thru the woods Maine.” 


fourteen years Hawthorne was sent back Salem 
prepare for college. lived with his uncle and, 
altho studied with pleasure, his thoughts constantly 
returned the splendor the outdoor life had just 
left. Thoughts his future crowded upon him, and 
letter his mother wrote: “What you 
think becoming author and relying for sup- 
port upon pen? Indeed, think the illegibility 
handwriting very author-like. How proud you 
would see works praised the reviewers, 
equal the proudest productions the scribbling sons 
John Bull!” another time wrote: not 
want doctor and live men’s diseases, nor 
lawyer and live their quarrels, nor minister and 
live their sins, don’t see that there anything 
left for but author. How would you like 
some day see whole shelf full books written 
your son, with ‘Hawthorne’s Works’ printed their 
backs?” 


When sixteen years old Hawthorne entered Bowdoin 
College, Brunswick, Maine. Among his fellow-students 
were Longfellow, Franklin Pierce, George Cheever 
and Horatio Bridge. knew Longfellow but little 
college, but the good poet was especially kind re- 
viewing some Hawthorne’s work. 


After had been graduated with honor, returned 
Salem, live with his mother and sisters. 
described handsome man, five feet ten inches tall 
and broad shouldered. “His hair, which had long 
wave it, approached blackness, his head was large 
and grandly developed, his complexion delicate and 
transparent, rather dark than light, with ruddy tinge 
his cheeks. His large dark blue eyes were brilliant 
and full expression.” One would imagine man 
cultured and handsome favorite society, yet 
Hawthorne lived the life recluse, passing the day 
alone his room, writing tales, most which, after 
re-reading, destroyed, and walking out night.

Longfellow wrote these years: have made 
captive myself, and put into dungeon; and now 
cannot find the key let myself out, and, the door 
were open, should almost afraid come out.” 

Twelve years were spent solitude Salem. They 
were years preparation and deep meditation. Shortly 
after Hawthorne had left college had written some 
stories entitled “Seven Tales from Native Land,” 
which his sister said, read these tales and liked 
them.” Hawthorne carried them seventeen pub- 
lishers, all whom refused them. His courage was 
undaunted, however, and immediately set write 
another story, and carried out his deter- 
mination have this published, even tho cost him 
one hundred dollars have appear. speaking 
Fanshawe the novel, Hawthorne said, “If his inmost 
heart could have been laid open, there would have been 
discovered that dream undying fame, which, dream 
is, more powerful than thousand realities.” 
This sentiment was indeed true Hawthorne himself, 
for never did lose sight the glory his art nor 
his first stories, collected “Twice Told Tales,” has 
become classic. 


1837 fortunate event took place 
life; became acquainted with Sophia Peabody, whom 
later married. Miss Peabody was invalid when 
she first met Hawthorne, and decided that unless she 
recovered her health she would not marry. Five years 
passed before she was satisfied that she was well, and 
then the marriage took place. During these long years 
waiting Hawthorne accepted the position weigher 
and gauger the Boston custom house, salary 
twelve hundred dollars year. Hawthorne realized that 
knew little the ways the world, and there 
something very pathetic about this crying out for con- 
tact with his fellow mortals which had missed from 
youth. want have something with the ma- 
terial world,” said friend. “If could only 
make tables should feel myself more man.” 
another time wrote: “But from henceforth forever 
shall entitled call the sons toil brethren, 
seeing that likewise have risen dawn and borne 
the fervor the mid-day sun, nor turned heavy 
footsteps homeward till eventide.” 

1841 Hawthorne lost his position 
changes, and was then that went live 
community farm, called Brook Farm. The next year 
Hawthorne married Miss Peabody, and they established 
their home the “Old Manse” Concord, which Haw- 
thorne beautifully describes “Mosses from Old 
Manse.” Hawthorne was very happy, and this period 
quiet joy and the story which all children love, “True 
Stories from Grandfather’s Chair,” was written. 

After three years the Old Manse, Hawthorne was 
appointed the office surveyor the Port Salem. 
Here was that conceived and wrote “The Scarlet 
Letter,” which brought him world fame. this novel 
Henry James says, “The book was the finest piece 
imaginative writing yet put forth the country. There 
was this the welcome that was 
given it—a satisfaction the idea America having 
produced novel that belonged literature, and 
the forefront it.” 

The year the publication “The Scarlet Letter” 
the Hawthorne family moved Lenox, Massachusetts, 
and Hawthorne, joyous over his first great success, pro- 
duced the “House the Seven Gables,” Wonder 
Book for Children,” “Tanglewood Tales,” “The Snow 
Image, and Other Stories,” and “The Blithedale Ro- 
mance” three years. 

When Hawthorne became weary Lenox took 
his family back Concord, where they settled the 
beautiful cottage called “The Wayside.” About this time 
General Franklin Pierce New Hampshire became the 
democratic nominee for the presidency. Hawthorne 


wrote biography his old college friend and when 
Pierce became the President the United States, al- 
tho Hawthorne had never looked for reward the 
time wrote his biography, was appointed consul 
Liverpool. The next five years Hawthorne spent 
Liverpool, attending the business consulate. 
also visited Italy, and was Italy that planned 
the story “The Marble Fawn.” 

When the Hawthornes returned 
country was about rent civil war. The people 
had found the democratic leaders unable cope with 
the situation that had brought the country into distress, 
and the ill feeling reflected upon Hawthorne friend 
the democratic administration fell heavily upon him. 
conversation once said that was not made 
like Wendell Phillips, who could move like horse 
blinders straight the end had view. 

Hawthorne’s health began fail. Longfellow de- 
scribed him “gray and grand, with something pathetic 
about him.” General Pierce had planned take his 
old friend, Hawthorne, thru the hill country New 
England, hoping thus bring health back the once 
sturdy man. They had not begun their journey when, 
the morning May 19, Pierce found his friend dead 
bed. “On the 24th day May,” writes biographer, 
“we carried Hawthorne thru the blossoming orchards 
Concord, and laid him down under group pines 
hillside, overlooking historic fields. All the way 
from the village church the grave the birds kept 
perpetual melody. The sun shone brightly and the 
air was sweet and pleasant, death had never entered 
the world. Longfellow and Emerson, Channing and 
Hoar, Agassiz and Lowell, Greene and Whipple, Alcott 
and Clarke, Holmes and Hillard, and other friends whom 
loved walked slowly his side that beautiful spring 
morning. The companion his youth and his man- 
hood, for whom would willingly any time have 
given his life, Franklin Pierce, was there among the 
rest, and scattered flowers into the grave. The unfin- 
ished Romance, which had cost him much anxiety, 
the last literary work which had ever been en- 
gaged, was laid his coffin.”

WHY THE 18TH MAY PEACE DAY 

August, 1898, people all over the world were sur- 
prised letter which the Czar Russia addressed 
the nations the world that were represented the 
Russian Court, inviting them send delegates 
meeting which should consider what could done 
keep nations from going war with each other. The 
Czar stated his letter that for the best welfare the 
world the nations should the 
spending such enormous sums money for armies 
and navies. Every government invited accepted, and 
this included all the nations Europe, twenty 
ber, four from Asia, and two America, the United 
States and Mexico. Queen Wilhelmina Holland, then 
only eighteen years old, offered her country’s hospitality 
the conference, inviting the governments meet 
The Hague. was the 18th May, 1899, that one 
hundred delegates, representing twenty-six the most 
important nations the world, came together The 
Hague, Holland, discuss and plan ways for bringing 
about the peace the world. The gathering was 
most remarkable one, for each nation had sent its great- 
est statesman. Then, too, was the first time the 
world’s history that peace conference had been held 
the nations. These great statesmen adopted plan 
for encouraging the nations leave all their disputes 
and differences arbitration. was agreed that the 
nations would stop spending such large part their 
incomes for armaments would blessing man- 
kind. This conference established what was called the 
International Court Arbitration, which was openéd 
April 1901, The Hague. Eleven cases interna- 
tional controversy, representing most the great na- 
tions the world, have been settled its judges. 

The Hague has been erected the Palace Peace 
for the headquarters the International Court Arbi- 
tration. Since the first Hague conference over one 
hundred agreements have been made between nations 
submit certain classes disputes The Hague 
Court. Thirty-six nations have expressed their desire 
use the court.

The Peace Conference— 

the month May not only celebrate Memorial 
Day, but our annual Peace Day well. was the 
18th May, 1899, the Czar Russia called the first 
peace conference The Hague, Holland, and one 
hundred representatives met that city, Queen Wil- 
helmina’s little palace, called “The Home the Woods.” 
For three months they sat behind closed doors 
circular hall decorated with large paintings commemo- 
rating the Peace Munster. that hall inscribed 
the motto, “The greatest victory that which peace 
won.” The results that conference were fol- 
lows: permanent international tribunal 
lished, with over seventy permanent judges, four 
whom were appointed the United States. That 
tribunal opened 1901. Andrew Carnegie donated 
$1,500,000 for the erection building. The first case 
before that tribunal was submitted the United States 
and Mexico. its provisions for mediation, President 
Roosevelt made possible the Pourtsmouth treaty be- 
tween Japan and Russia. The second Hague Conference 
met June 15, 1907. Representatives all nations the 
globe were present, and was session four months. 
was the most august assembly human history. 
Some the important matters that failed the unani- 
mous acceptance necessary were accepted large 
majority. Provision was made for third conference, 
assemble within eight years. world court was 
agreed upon, try cases international law. That 
court has fifteen judges, and addition there 
tribunal arbitration. Notable harmony and courtesy 
existed among all the delegates. Several nations, among 
them five the Central American states, have agreed 
arbitrate every question arising between them.—

Sisters and orphans the St. Johri 
Berchmans’ Colored Asylum Or- 
leans street, New Orleans, and the 
boarders the Holy Family Con- 
vent, passed through night horror 
when the laundry the asylum and 
the galleries the asylum and con- 
vent were destroyed fire.

SHOULD THE CATECHISM BIBLE 
HISTORY MEMORIZED VERBATIN? 


Rev. Patrick Sloan, Jamesville, (Author 
Catechetical Texts). 


Should the teacher insist that the pupils have the ques- 
answers the Catechism memorized word for 
word? 

Ordinarily, yes. the Catechism rightly adapted 
the individual children and preparatory instruction 
given that these will have mastered the ideas presented 
and the single words which these are expressed, 
will found reasonably possible and comparatively easy 
them this. course, teacher who really 
efficient will endeavor, under ordinary circumstances, 
have the children merely repeat parrot-like manner 
words and sentences which they not understand. 

Occasionally, true, these children will come later 
knowledge the ideas thus expressed; but, generally 
speaking, they will have forgotten the words and phrases 
long before any such illumination the understanding 

There are many cases, however, when doubtless 
more advantageous the child have him limit his 
effort great extent memorizing the ideas only. 
Afterwards, time and ability may enable him memorize 
verbatim the questions and answers well. 

Often Bible History taught. Should the children 
made memorize these stories exactly they are 
contained the book? There may some passages 
such doctrinal and moral importance render this 
necessary. These the teachers should point out the 
members their classes. 

general rule, however, does not seem necessary, 
even advantageous have the entire text thus com- 
mitted memory. the child masters the stories that 
has them portrayed vividly and with sufficient com- 
prehension before his mind, and can tell them his own 
language, exact and animated manner, will 
all probabilities remember them during life and in- 
fluenced the lesson which they impart. Frequent repe- 
tition will impress these stories more deeply and indelibly 
the mind.
